Mer- 
chants after obtaining license from 
the county clerk must keep accurate 
itemized record of all sales and report 
same giving name of purchaser, quan- 
tity purchased and kind of explosive 
to which they mnst make oath, Li- 
cense must also be obtained by farm- 
ers or others using explosives and 
such license must be presented to the 
dealer to entitle the patron to pur- 
chase. Dealera cannot sell explosives 
to those not holding and showing their 
license, The licensee in person muat 
purchase, hia agent not being accep- 
table. License to purchase will be 
given only to citizens of the United: 
States and to subjects or citizena of 
countries with which this nation is at 
peace. Purchasers or dealers licenses 
may be revoked any time. Strict pen- 
alty is provided for violators.

FOOD AND WAR MUNITIONS 
PROBLEMS WILL BE 
DISCUSSED. 


Michigan Manufacturers Association 
to Have Round-Up of :Repre- 
sentative Citizens at De- 
troit Saturday. 


A war conference of Michigan bus- | 


iness men, to which 3,000 or more of, 
the business and industrial leaders 
of the state are being summoned, is 
to be held in the Detroit Armory, on 
November 10. The meeting is under 
the auspices of the Michigan Manu- 
facturers’ Association and is held in 
accordance with the resolution adopt- 
ed at the convention, in September, 
of the United States ‘Chamber © of 
Commerce, at Atlantie City. 

It is expected that more than 2,000 
men from all parts of the state will 
be in attendance, with 1,000 or more 
reprasendting Detroit. Mayors, vil- 
lage presidents, chambers and boards 
of commerce, and other commercial 
organizations in every district of 
Michigan are being asked to name 
officially accredited delegates. Local 
Grange, Gleaner and farmers’ clubs 
organizations are being invited to 
send representatives also, as the con- 
ference will take up many angles of 
the food and war munitions problems 
the country will face during war 
times. 

There will be morning, afternoon 
and evening sessions at which able 
speakers wil] explain the relation of 
business of the war, what“has been 
accomplished and how, and what the 
military problem and policy of the 
future are likely to be. Speakers 
thus far listed for the conference in- 
clude a leading railroad man, a na- 
tionally-known banker and United 
States and Michigan government. of- 
ficials are closely associated with 
the management of war  prepara- 
tions. 

Letters have gone out to mayors 
and other civic and commercial au- 
thorities, asking that delegates he 
named. and it is exnected that the 
list of acceptances will tax the ca- 
pacity of the Armory. The follow- 
ing are duly accredited delegates of 
Grayling: Mayor T. Hanson, A. M.

State Game Department Appeals to 
Poultry Men for Aid. 

“If I can get about 2,500 hens to 
h tch 16 eggs apiece I will have the 
state of Michigan fairly started as a 
bird paradise by next fall,” says 
Game Commissioner Baird. “We ex- 
pect 40,000 ring neck pheasant eggs 
at the Mason f rm next spring and 
summer. We canot hatch more than 
a small percentage of them on the 
farm, because we will have to pay so 
much attention to the caring for and 
saving the young bird hens. F rmers 
and those with large lots in the small- 
er towns and villages will have to 
help us. With their help we should 
have liberated in Michigan by this 
time next year somewhere about 
30,000 full grown ring necked pheas- 
ants.” 

The first season of the new Mich- 
igan bird f rm at Mason hag passed. 
It has been successful in every way, 
but the real work of conservation of 
bird life is yet to come. Much money 
has been spent and the point has 
been reached where the sportsmen, 
farmers and others must come to the 
rescue of the state department. Fif-

ANUSEMENT AND 
OTHER WAR TAXES 


Ten Per Cent Increase in Cost 
of Movie and Theatre 
Tickets. 


eginning November 1, amuse- 
ment patrons will pay 10 per cent 
more for their theatre and movie 
tickets. The new war amusement 
tax is responsible for the increased 
cost. The new tax applies to all 
theatres, even the movies, except 
those whose maximum admission is 
not more than five cents, :and’ Wi 
affect all patrons in the same way 
except children less thafi.12 years 
of age. 

It is easy to compute what tickets 
will cost. Tickets for motion picture 
shows at 10 cents will new cost 11 
cents, 15 cents raised to 17 cents, 
25 cent tickets 28 cents. There is 


tickets for children under . 12. years {f. 
of age. This tax is payable by the 
patron and not the proprietor of the 
show. . 

The tax is only remitted in cases 
where the entire proceeds of a per- 
formance or any other form of enter- 
tainment is devoted exclusively to a 
religious, educational or charitable 
purpose.

Old Farmers’ institute Organiza- 
tion Is Abandoned in Favor 
of New System. 


WINTER SCHOOLS PLANNED 


These, as Far as Possible, WII] Re- 
place Institutes—Government Is 
Reaponsible for Change, 


By EARL R. JRANGMAR. 
Supervisor of Publications, Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

‘East’ Lansing, Mich,—Old — institu- 
tlons, educational ns well as political, 
have been toppling over along with 
nutocracy under. the’ stresses and 
strains of war, Ancient machines, 
most of them useful enctgh fn thelr 
day, huve ereaked and groaned and 
‘finally become stalled by the wayside 
—failures in’ the rush for the result- 
producing efficiency in the conduct of 
war demanded by those in high places, 
Thus Is passing the farmers’ {nstitute, 
the most vencrable medium for cuarry- 
ing information to the farmer perhaps, 
to be found In the whole system of 
agricultural education. The office of 
superintendent of farmers’ Institutes, 
long maintained at the college, has 
been quietly discontinued hy the state 
hoard of nericulture, and the insti- 
tutes themselves, whtle not all of them 
Wil be tmimediately abolished, will 
be replaced by two day, 
three Quy and one week schools, until 
fn a year or two at the most the 
schools will be extended to every part 
of the strte and the institutes will 

disappear, 

And now that the word has gone out 
that the fstitutes must go. there may 
rhe expected a claimoreus protest from 
numerous quarters, for in the many 
yenrs of tts service the farmers’ Insti- 
lute has builded up un organization 
Pextending into the remolest. bailiwicks 
of the state,

These schools, which ultimately wil 
Wholly toke the place of the Institute, 
are themselves hy na menns in the ex- 
perhnontal stage, Last year, and the 
year before, they were tried out in 
several scores of Michigan communi: 
thes, Everywhere they met with the 
hearty endarsement of farmers, 

As many of the schools as possible 
will be conducted throughout the state 
this winter. lar where arrangements 
cnanot be made for them, the insti- 
tutes will be continued for the time 
being. 

In announeing the change, the direc- 
tor of extension at the college, under 
instructions from the stute hoard of 
agriculture, has sent ont the following 
to the secretaries of the county Instl- 
tutes: 

‘In the past you have acted as sec: 
retary of the local farmers’ institute 
soclety and we appreciiute the good ef- 
fort you hnve given to make the tnsti- 
tutes of your county a success. It 
seems advisable now In, the Interest 
of efficiency and economy to make 
some changes in the methods of plan- 
ning and carrying out the series af 
winter = farmers’ meetings. These 
changes are a result of the fact that 
the government is asking us to con- 


duct the ngricultural extension work 
on a war basis and has provided funds 
so that most Hberal offers cnn be made 
to the counties for the employment of 
county fgricultural agents. 
“Thirty-two permanent county agel- 
cultural agents are already on duty 
and many other counties are practical- 
ly ready to'start the work. It !s plan- 


ned to complete arrangements for co- 
operation with practically all of the 
“agricultural counties for the employ- 
ment of agents before the winter sen- 
son has progressed very far, Funds 
fre also available for the employment 
of county home demonstration agents 
to take care of the work for women, 
In addition to this the staff of exten- 
ston workers with headquarters at the 
college has been greatly Increased and 
the services of these men and women

BEES MUST BE KEPT WARM 


State Inspector Knocks Qut Old Idea 
That Honey-Gatherers Sleep 
All Winter. 
By B. F..KINDIG, 
State Inspector of Apiaries, Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich-Men and wom- 
en of the state while they are intense- 
ly engrossed in the fuel question and 
wondering where the next scuttle of 
coal Is going to come from ,are Hkely 
to forget that their bees also require 
warmth. Bees do not hibernate or 
sleep all winter as so many people be- 
lieve—n statement which can eastly 
be verified by anyone who will open 
a beehive during the cold part of the 
winter. The health and Ife of the 
colony demand that the temperature 
be kept up at all times at least as high 
as 57 degrees Fuhrenheit.. To main- 
tain this warmth the bees consume 
honey, which Is a source of heat and 
energy. Ordinarlly, the colder the 
weather, the more feed the bees con- 
sume, and the more active they de- 
come inside the ‘cluster 

These facts show the necessity for 
conserving the heat of the colony and 
protecting it from outside cold. When 
colonies are properly protected they, 
require far less stores for wintering 
and more hees lve through until 
spring than {s the case when the cal- 
ony {s not adequately protected. The 
consumption of large quantities of 
honey during cold. weather causes the 
intestines t& heeome clogged with In- 
digestible material and results fre- 
quently in dysentery, Severe cuses of 
dysentery are fatal. 

When colonies are weakened hy di- 
sense and an attempt is made to win- 
fer them outdoors many of them die,

It Js more ex- 
pensive than sugar and may be the 


psource of fonl braad, 


TOP DRESSING AIDS | WHEAT 


‘Manure or Straw Applied Now Will 


Increase Liklihood of Good 
Crop Next Spring. 

By C. H. SPURWAY, 
Department of Farm Crops, Michigan 
Agricultura! College. 

Kast Lansing, Mich—Mueh less is 
heing heard these days of the necessity 
for A maximum wheat crap in 1918, 
The 1917 erop has been harvested and 
threshed, and the 1918 erep is in the 
ground. Rut despite this silence there 
fare measures which the Live wheat 
grower enn adapt now to improve his 
chances for producing a bumper sseld, 
and not the ieast of these is top dress- 

ing, 

Top dressing winter wheat [n early 
winter protects the whert, supplies 
food for the crop, insures a better 
growth of clover and thuothy wheo 
the latter are seeded fn the wheat, and 
additionally quickens growth In the 
spring. 

Owing to the searetty of manure in 
most sections of the state. areas that 
have been planted to wheat probably 
cannot be top dressed as heavily with 
manute ag might be destrahle, Where 
such {ts true, a light dressing of four 
or five Touds to the acre may be dis- 
tributed. Sueh an amount, of course, 
will not go very far, so @ method used 
hy many of Michignn’s most progres- 
sive farmers may be found valuable In 
overcoming this Jack, Instead of try- 
Ing to seatter this manure over all 
parts of the wheat land, they spread it 
thickly over only the high places, and 
allow the low places to go without, 
The low places are protected naturally 
from the weather, and are amply en- 
riched by the leach from the high 
spota, ij 

Where monure cannot he obtained 
at all, straw may be substituted as a 
top dressing and scattered at the rate 
of one-half to one ton per acre, with 
the heaviest applications on the most 
exposed sofl. 

Top dressing with manure in the 
spring {is alao good practice, and 
should be profitable at the present 
time, considering the prevalling high 
price of wheat. 

Yop dressing in the fall or early 
winter tends to reduce phystcal dam- 
age to the sofl by protecting it fram 
the. puddling effects of heavy rains, 
and to some extent also prevents evap- 
oration and drying and cracking of

italian Armies Drawn up Behind 
Tagliamento River to Fight 
_, Teutonic Invaders. 


ALLIES RUSH TO THE RESCUE 


Cadorna’s Losses Severe But United 
Nation Supports, Him—Germans 
Lose More Ground in Flandere 
—American War Taxes 
Become Effective — 

More Luxburg Plot- 
ting Exposed. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The great Austro-German drive into 
northeastern Italy, and the magnifi- 
cent resistance to the Invasion organ- 
{zed by General Cadarna bucked hy 
a unfted and thoroughly aroused coun- 
try held the center of the war stage 
last week, For strategic reasons, the 
Itallan general staff would not per- 
mit publication of full details of the 
operations, but this much is known: 
The northern Italian army, the weak- 
est of all, was broken by a furious 
surprise attack while felnt attacks 
were being made further south; the 
First army, and in turn the Third, be- 
ing outflanked, were compelled to fall 
back across the Isonzo and Into-the 
Friuli plains. The Third army, un- 
der the command of the duke of Aosta. 
retreated in orderly fashion and saved 
all [ts guns and material, but the oth- 
ers lost about 180,000 men and 1,500 
guns, and immense quantities of 
stores were destroyed to keep them 
from falling into the enemy's hands. 
Generally speaking, the retreat was 
conducted In a masterful way and the 
armies fell back to the Tagliamento 
river, while the rear guards delayed 
the pursulng Teutons and the cavalry 
harassed them. Meanwhile the Ger- 
mans were trying hard to break 
through the Carnic Alps in order to 
turn the left flank of the Tagliamento 
line, but the troops in the passes at 
last accounts were holding them fairly 
well. In case they should give way, 
Count Cadorna had a second line of 
defense ready along the Viave river. 

The first [impetuous and almost un- 
impeded rush of the Austro-Germgn 
forces hand died down by Thursday, 
when the center of their line bad ad- 
vanced to within four miles of the 
Tagiiainente northwest of Udine, By 
that time they were fn eontact with 
the Italians at many points and were 
meeting with stubborn — reststance, 
which was giving Cadorna opportunity 
to consolidate his defenses und to re- 
store completo order and discipline, 

Some large units of the Italian army 
made a atund on the left bank of the 
Tagiiamento, but the Teutons pene- 
trated thelr line, captured the bridge 
head positions at Codrotpo and Dig- 
nano, and took 60,000 more prisoners, 
The two main forces then faced exch 
other on opposite sides of the river, 

Italy United, Aliies Helping. 

If Germany hoped by this invasion 
to weaken Italy’s war spirit and to 
cause internal dissension, it was badly 
fooled, for the opposite has come 
about. All factions sprang instantly 
tothe support of the government. all 
reserves were cniled to the colors tm- 
mediately, hundreds of convalescent 
officers pleaded to be sent back to 
their commands, and from all parts 
of the kingdom supplies, munitions 
and men were rushed to the front. ev- 
ery means of transportation being 
utilized solely by the military author- 
ities, 

Perhaps most important of all, in 
the long rpn, was the effect on the al- 
Nea of Italy. Great Britain and 
France at once began hurrying re-en- 
forcements—men and guns—into Italy, 
and America, without a moment's hes- 
itation, cast aside all export restric- 
tions in favor of the invaded country, 
and permitted her to take whatever 
materials she wanted. We. also ar- 
tfanged to give Italy a large amount of 
shipping to assist her own merchant 
marine in taking over the needed sup- 
plies, and extended to her a. new credit 
of $230,000,000. It tg said Italy had 
long been asking for munitions from 


the alllfes, though this fs denied. by the 
London press, However, the milltary 
leaders of the entente are now awake 
to the importance of the Itallan front, 
and there are Indications that they 
will concentrate much of (heir efforts 
there during the winter, when opera- 
tions In Flanders must necessarily be 
halted. This will be in accordance 
with the advice of an Italian general 
givén many months ago and hitherto 
ignored. The question of a joint allied 
war council to direct operations on all 
fronts is made more imperative by the 
Itallan affair and may be settled at 
“the>coming conference in Paris. Ev- 
eryone admits that lack.of team. work 
has been respunsible for most of the 
reverses the allies have suffered. 

It is expected that!Germnany will 
now make a new suggestion of peace, 
as she has done after each of her snc 
cessful drives, and also it is expected 
that the allies will reject it with scorn, 
as in the past. 

In Russia the peace agitation is 
dying down because of the German 
operations in.the Gulf of Riga and the 
peril of the Gulf of Finland ports and 
of Petrograd. The erfsis there served 
to strengthen the hands of the Ker- 
ensky governnient, and even the ex- 
treme Socialists and other radical fag- 
tlons are urging the army to resist 
further German advances. There was 
little fighting on the Russian front lust 
week, and the German fleet apparently 
had ahandoned ar postponed its plans 
to enter the Gulf of Finland. 


Good Gains In Flanders. 


Attention must not be wholly di- 
verted from the western front by the 
invasion of Italy. There was desper- 
ate fighting in Flanders, % the course 
of which the French and British. with 
the efficient aid af the Belginn troops, 
imude some very important gains, In 
the swamps south of Dixmude the 
Freneh and Belgians took Merckém 
peninsula and the village of Luyghem. 
A little farther south the British kept 
up their attacks on the part of the 
Passchendaele ridge still held by the 
Germans, and the Cunadians led {n an 
offensive which carried them almost 
into the town itself. Further progress 
on this line will probably result in the 
eapture of Roulers, an important raf] 
center only six miles northeast of the 
ridge and already dominated by the 
British guns, 

Along the Aisne and in the Verdun 
region the French successfully with- 
stood all the attacks of the crown 
prince and inflected heavy losses on 
him. 

The allied aviators were "especially 
busy during the week, dropping many 
tons of explosives on munition facto: 
depots, railway stittons, aer- 
dromes and all other military objec. 
tives within their reach. They do net 
seom yet to have started an a crm 
ptign of retelintory ralds on German

Another U. S. Transport Torpedoed. 


On Thursday the navy department 
announced that another: American 
transport, the Finland, had . been 
struck by a torpedo when homeward 
bound. No one aboard was injured ‘and 
the vessel] was so little hurt that she 
returned to port under her own power, 

The stnktng of the Antilles brought 
about an announcement from Secre- 
tary Daniels that hereafter naval 
crews .will man alt transports carry- 
ing American soldiérs to France. The 
report of the British admiralty showed 
a marked falling off in the number of 
submarine victims for the weel, 

Slr Erie Geddes, first lord. of the 
admiralty, gave parliament some tIn- 
teresting facts Concerning the subma- 
rine campalgh, stating that between 
40 and. 50 per cent of the German U- 
boats opernting tn the North gea, the 
Atlantic and the’ Arctic have been 


sunk, and that the German claims as 
tg tonnage sunk by submarines are 
grossly exaggerated. In the course of 
his address he said he could see ne 
signs of an early peace.

American War Taxes In Effect. 

November 1 brought to the Ajsueri!- 
can, people a sharper realization of the 
financial burdens of the war, fot on 
that day the fullowing war, taxes be- 
came effective:

On seats, berths and staterooms on 
ears or boats, 10 per cent. 

On of} delivered’ by pipe line, 5 per 
cent of charge. 

On telephone, telegraph. or radio 
message costing 15 cents or more, 5 
cents per message. 

Qn all the insurance, 8 certs for 
each $100 of new insurance, except in- 
dustrial Insurance for $500 or less, 
which bears 40 per cent of the first 
weekly premium. For each dollar or 
fraction thereof of fire, marine, inland 
or casualty insurance, 1 cent. 

On cigars, 24 cents to $7 per thou- 
sand; on cigarettes, 80. cents to $1.20 
per thousand: on tobacco and snuff, 5 
cents per pound; on cigarette ‘papers, 
one-half to 1 cent per hundred. 

The Increased postal rates went Into 
effect on November 2. 

Food Prices Under Control.

Secretary Lansing last week pub 
Kshed two additional telegrams sent 
by Count Luxburg to the German for- 
elgn office, revenling plainly Ger:

doctrine and obtain a foothold in 
South America, especially: South Rra- 
ail, as the first step in subjugating the 
entire continent. Luxburg alluded to 
the people of South Ametica as “Indi- 
ang under a thin veneer.” Both Argen- 
tinn and Chile may now be forced to 
declare their attltnde.

Housewives should be on the look- 
out with a gun for a man who claims 
to be a representative of the govern- 
ment who goes from house to house 
and after ascertaining the amount of 
canned fruit on hand levies a tax of 
five cents per quart. This man is 
said to have worked several commun- 
ities of the state and collected quite 
a sum of money from unsuspecting 
housewives. The government is not 
placing a tax on canned fruit, neither 
are they going to confiscate it-—It 
he appears at your home hold him 
and notify the sheriff. 


On the heels of the unfounded 
rumor that the United States govern- 
ment intends to confiscate the canned 
goods put up by industrious house- 
wives, pro-Germans are now spread- 
ing the report in this community 
that the government intends to con- 
fiscate the money on deposit in banks. 
So widespread is this rumor that 
numerous inquiries from anxious de- 
positors have been made at local 
banks. Of course there is not a word 
of truth in the rumor. It is simply a 
lie circulated by German sgympath- 
izers with a view to create distrust 
and causing the government of the 
United States as much trouble as pos- 
sible. As a matter of fact the gov- 
ernment of the United States is so 
vitally concerned in the support of 
the banking institdtions of the coun- 
try that it not only encourages the 
people of the United States to deposit 
their savings in banks, but new laws 
which are of great benefit not’ only to 
banks but to depositors have been 
passed. The state of Michigan pass- 
ed a law long ago which makes the 
circulation of unfounded rumors of 
this sort, calculated to injure banks, 
a penal offense, and anyone circulat- 
ing such rumors is liable to arrest 
and imprisonment. —- Ann Arbor 
Times-News.

Ink Spot Obliterators 


Ink spots are the most troublesome 
of all spots to remove. Ink on white 
material may be removed by dipping it 
first in muriati¢ acid and then in hot 
water, repeating as often as necessary. 
Colored material should be soaked in 
turpe..ne and then washed. If the 
ink on rug or clothing is still wet, cov- 
er immediately with fiour, starch or 
cornmeal, renewing as fast as the ink 
is soaked tp. Then use lemon juice 
or sour milk. A solution of a cupful 
of water, the juice of a lemon and a 
teaspoonful of oxalic acid is a useful 
ink remover to keep in the house. The 
mixture should be Iabeled “Poison,” a8 
oxalic acid is poisonous. Ammonia 
will restore colors faded in removing 
ink. Soft water should always be 
used in removing stains from clothing.

NAR MESSAGE OF

Rerman People Not Permitted to 
Read Full Text of Presi- 
dent’s Address. 


EFFECT ON PUBLIC FEARED 


Copy Issued by Committee on Public 
Information Shows Important 
Passages That Were 
Suppressed. 


The German government did not 
dare to communicate to the Ger- 
man people the full text of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s war message of 
April 2, 1917. It feared the influ- 
ence which the unabridged text 
of this message might have upon 
the opinion of the people. There- 
fore the official message of the 
president of the United States 
was presented to Germany in an 
abridged and distorted form. 

The caemmittee on public infor- 
mation of the United States gov- 
ernment has prepared a copy of 
this message showing the pas- 
sages which were suppressed in 
the report of the Wolff Telegraph 
bureau when the message of the 
president was published to the 
whole world. These passages are 
shown in bold-faced type In the 
following copy of the message. 
The Wolff Telegraph bureau is not 
only under censorship control of 
the German government, but has 


been consistently employed by the 
government for the promulgation 
of official opinions. 

. 


Gentlemen of the Congress: 

I have called the congress tnto extra- 
ordinary session because there are se- 
tious, very serious, cholces of policy to 
be made. and made immediately, which 
It is neither right nor constitutionally 
permissible that I should assume the re- 
sponsibility of making. 

On the 8d of February last I officially 
laid before you the extraordinary an- 
nouncement of the Imperial German 
government that on and after the ist 
day of February it was [ts purpose to 
put aside alf restraints of law or of hu- 
manity and use its submarines to sink 
every vessel that sought to approach 
either the ports of Great Britain and 
Treland or the western coasts of Europe 
or any of the ports controlled by the 
enemies of Germany within the Medt- 
terranean. That had seemed to be the 
object of the German submarine war- 
fare earlier in the war, but since April 
of last year the Imperial government 
had somewhat restrained the comman- 
ders of its undersea craft, in conform- 
ity with its promise. then given to us, 
that passenger boats should not be 
sunk, and thst due warning would he 
given to all other vensels which its 
submarines might seek to destroy, 
when no resistance was offered or es- 
cape attempted, and care taken that 
their crewa were xiven at least a fair 
ehance to save their liven in their open 
boats, Fhe precautions taken were 
meager and hapbarard enough, an wan 
proved in distressing inatance after 
instance in the progress of the cruel 
and unmanly business, but a certain de- 
gree of restraint wan observed. 

The new policy has swept every re- 
striction aside. Vessels of every kind, 
whatever thelr fing. thefr character 
thetr cargo, their destination, their 
errand, have been ruthlessly sent $9 
the bottom without warning and with- 
out thought of help or mercy for those 
on board, the véssels of friendly .neu- 
trals atong with those of belligerents 
Even hospital ships and ahips carrying 
reef to the sorely berenved and atrick- 
en people of Belgium, though the lat- 
ter were provided with safe conduct 
through the prescribed areas by the 
German enovernment itself and were 
dlatinguinhed by unmistakable marks 
of identity, have’ becn sunk with 
frame reckless lack of compassion 
of principle,

likely only to produce what it was 
meant to prevent; it Is practically cer- 
tain to draw us iuto war without elther 
the rights or the effectiveness of the bel- 
ligerents, There ls one cholce we cah- 
not make, we are tncapable of making: 
We will not choose the path of aubmina- 
aston and suffer the most sacred rights 
of our nation and our people to be ig- 
nored or violated.

With a profound sense of the solemn 
and even ctragicer! character of the step 
I am taking and of the grave responal- 
bilities which ft imvolves, but in un- 
hesitating obedience to what I deem 
my constituttonal duty, I advise that 
the congress declare the recent course 
of the Imperial German government to 
be in fact nothing less than war 
against the government and people of 
the United States; that it formally ac- 
cept the status of belligerent which has 
thus been thrust upon it: and that it 
take Immediate steps not only to put 
the country in a more thorough state 
of defense, but also to exert all Its 
power and employ al} {ts resources to 
bring the government of the German 
empire to terms and end the war. 

What this will involve ts clear. It 
will involve the utmost practicable co- 
operation jin counsel and action with 
the governments now at war With Ger- 
many, and as incident to that, the ex- 
tension to those governments of the 
most Hberal financial credits, {nm order 
that our resmirces may-so far as pos- 
sible be added to theirs. 

It will involve the organization, and 
mobilization of all the material, re- 
sources of the country to supply the 
materials of war and serve the inci- 
dental needs of the nation tn the mast 
abundant and yet the most economical 
and efficient way possible. 

It wilt imvolve the {mmediate full 
equipment of the navy In all respects 
but particularly in supplying {t with 
the best means of dealing with the ene- 
my's stbmarines. 

It will involve the immediate addj- 
tion to the armed forces of the United 
States, already provided for by law in 
case of war. of at least 500.000 men. 
who should, In my opinion, be chosen 
upon the principle of universal Habil- 
ity to service, and also the authoriza- 
tion of subsequent additional tncre- 
ments of equal force so soon as they 
may be needed and can be handled in 
training. " 

It will involve also, of course, the 
granting of ndequate credits te the 
gsovernment, sustained, I hope, so far 
aa they can equitably be sustained by 
the present generation, by well-con- 
ceived taxation. 

I say sustained so far an may be 


to me that it would be moat unwine to 
base the credits, which will now be 
necessary, entirely on money horrowed. 
It is our duty, I most renpectfully urge, 
to protect our peopie, so far ns we 
may, against ‘the very serious hard- 
ships and evils which would be likely 
to arise out of the inflation which would 
be produced by vast loans. 

Im carrying ont the mensuren by 
which these things are to be accom- 
plinhed we should keep constantly in 
mind the wisdom of interfering as lit- 
tle as possible in our own preparation 
and in the equipment of our own mili- 
tary forces with the duty~for ft will 
be a very practical duty—of xupplying 
the nations already at war with Ger- 
many with the materials which they 
ean obtain only from us or by our as- 
alstnnoce.

ectdizena of civilized staten. 

We have no quarrel with the German 
people, We have no freling toward 
them but one of sympathy and friend- 
ship. It was not upan thelr linpulse 
that thelr government acted In enter- 
ing the war. It was not with their 
previnus knowledge or approval. it 
waa na war determined ttpon ag wary 
need ta be determined upon In the old 
unhanpy dass, when peoples were nn- 
where consulted hy thetr rulers and 
wars were provoked antl waged tn the 
interest of dynasties or of Httle groups 
of ambitious men-who were accustomed 
to use their fellow men as pawns and 
tools. 

Self-governed nations do not All their 
neighbor ataten with spies oar net the 
course of intrigue to bring about agme 


eriticn]> posture of affatra which will 
give them an cpportunity to strike anc 
make conquent. Such designs can be 


auceeahinily worked out only wnder 
eover and where mo one has the right 
to ask questions, Cumningly contrived 
plans of deception or aggression, far- 
ried, it may be from generation to. cer- 
eration; can be worked out and Kept 
from the Nght only within the privacy 
sf courts or behind the carelully guard- 
ed confidences of a narrow and privi- 
leged clans. They mre huppiiy imposai- 
ble where public opinion commands and 
insists upon full information concera- 
ing all the mation’s affairs, 

A leadfast concert for peace can 
never be maintained except by a part- 
nership of democratic mations. No au- 
tocratl; government could be trusted 
to keep faith within it or observe its 
covenants. It must be a league of 
Konor, a partnership of opinion. In- 
trigue would eat its vitals aways the 
plottings of inmer circles who could 
plan what they would, and render ac- 
count to mo one, would be a corruption 
nented at its very heart. Only free peo- 
ple can hold their purpose and their 
honor ateady to a common epd, and 
prefer the Interest of mankind to any 
narrow interest of their own. 

Does not every American feel that 
assurance has been added to our hope 
for the future peace of the world by 
the wonderful and heartening things 
that have been happening within ¢he 
last few weeks tn Russia? Russia was 
known by those who knew her leat 
to have been alwaya in fact democratic 
at henrt in all vital habits of her 
thought, In all the intimate relation- 
ships of her people that apoke their 
naturni instinct, their habitual attitude 
toward life. The nutoeracy that crown- 
ed the summit of her political strac- 
ture, long as it had stood and terrible 
as was the reality of its power, was 
not in fact Russinn in origin, charac- 
ter, or purpose, ‘and now it has heen 
sabaken off and the great generous Rus- 
ninn people have been added, in anil 
their native majesty and might, to the 
forces that are fighting for freedom in 
the world, for justice, and for peace. 
Here {as a fit partner for a league of 
honor. 

One of the things that have served 
to conyince us that the Prussian auto- 
cracy was not and could never be our 
friend is that from the very outset of 
the present war it has filled our un- 
suspecting communities, and even our 
officer of government, with spies and 
net criminal intrigues everywhere afoot 
against our national unity of counsel. 
our peace within and without, our In- 
dustrién, and our commerce, Indeed it 
is now evident that its sples were here 
even before the war began’ and It in 
unhappily not a matter of conjecture, 
but m fact proven in our courts of fus- 
tice, that the imtrigues which have 
more than once come perilously near to 
dixturhing the pence and disloentizng 
the Industries of the countrys, have been 
earried on at the instigntion, with the 
support, and even under the personal 
directions of officinl agentn of the Im- 
perinl government accredited to the 
government of the United States. 

Even in checking thene things and 
trying to extirpate them we have 
sought to put the most generous inter- 
pretation possible upon them, because 
we knew that their source lay not in 
any hestile feeling or purpose of the 
German people toward nae (who were, 
wo doubt. as ignorant of them as we 
ourselyes were), but only in the selfish 
designn of a government that did what 
it pleased and told its people nothing. 
But they have pinyed thelr part in serv- 
ing to convince us at lant that that 
government estertains no ren friend- 
ship for us and means to act against 
our @Mence and security at its conveni- 
ence. That it means to stir up enemies 
agalnat us et our very doors, the in- 
tercepted note to the German minister 
at Mexico City is eloquent evidence, 

We are accepting this challenge of 

hostile purpose because we know that 
in nuch a government, following such 
methods, we can never have a friend, 
and that in the presence of its organ- 
ized pawer, always lying in wait to 
accomplish we know not what pur- 
pone, there ean be no assured security 
for the democratic governments of the 
world. We are now about to accept 
the gage of battle with the natural foe 
to liberty, and shall. if necessary. spend 
the whole force of the nation to check 
and nullify tts pretensions and its pow- 
er. We sre clad now that we see the 
factn with po yell of falae pretense 
about them, to fight thus for the ulti- 
mate peace ef the world and for the 
Mheration of it, peoples, the German 
peoples included; for the rights of sa- 
tlons, great and smatl, and the privi- 
lege of men everywhere to choose their 
way of Hfe and of obedience. 
“The world muat be made snufe for 
demoerncy. lin peace must be planted 
upon the teated foundations of pollticn! 
Hberty. We have no selfish ends to 
serve. We desire no conquests, no 
dominion. We neek no {ndemnitles for 
ourselves, no material 
for the sacrificex we ahall freely make. 
We are but one of the champions 
the rights of mankind. We shalt 
satished when those Tights have 
made as secure as the faith and the 
frecdam of nations can make them. 

Just berause we fight without rancor 
And without seifish abject 
nothing for ourselves but what we 
wish to share with all free people 

ail L feel cone conduct our oper- 
ations as bela nts withamt passion 
and ourselves Observe With preud pause 
thilio the p ples of right snd of fai¢ 
play we pr to be sighting for. 

TI have said nethinaw of the govern 
ments allied with the [Imperiaf gay 
ernment af Germany beeause they have 
net made war upon us or challengec 
us ta defend our right and our hoaot 
The Austro-Hungarian government has, 
todeed, nvewed itn unqualified indorse- 
meat and acceptnace of the recklesn 
nod lawless submarine warfare, adopt- 
ed now without disguine by the lnper- 
inl German government, and ft haa 
therefore not been pownible for thin 
government to recelve Count Trrnow- 
ski, the amonanador recently accredited 
to this governmenf by the Imperial anit 
Royal government of Austrin-Hungarys 
but that: government his not actanlly 
engaged in warfare aguinat citlzenn of 
the United Stnten on tbe sens, and I 
take the liberty, for the present at 
Tenst, of poxtponing 2 diacunsion of our 
relations with the authorities at Vi- 
enna. We enter thin war only where 
we are clearly forced into It becnuac 
there are no other means of defending 
our rightn. 

It witl be all the ensier for ws to 
conduct ourselven as belligerents in a 
hich wpirit of right and falrnenn ne- 
caune we act without animus, not with 
enmity toward a peopse or with the 
desire to bring any injury ar disnd- 
vantnge upon them, but only in armed 
oppoanition to an irresponsible govern- 
ment which has thrown aside nil, cone 
aiderntiona of humanity and of right 
and la running amuck, 

We are, let me any again, the sin- 
cere friends Of the German people, and 
shall desire, nothing so much as the 
curly re-eatnhblishment of intimate teln- 
tlonn of mutual ndvantnge between un, 
however hard it may he for them for 
the time being to believe that thin ts 
spoken from our hearts, We have 
borne with their present government 
through all these hitter months be- 
enusxe of that friendship, exercising n 
patlence and forbearance which would 
otherwine have been imponalile.

In a letter made 
public by Secretary Wilson of the la-

letter follows: 

“Permit me to express my great &p- 
preciation of the great work underta- 
ken by the United States Boys’ Work- 
ing reserve of the employment service 
of the department of labor, To give to 
the young men between the ages of six- 
teen and twenty-one the privilege of 
spending their spare time in productive 
enterprises without [tnterrupting their 
studies at school, while their older 
brothers are battling in the’ trenches 
and dh the seas, must grently increase 
the means of providing for the forces 
at the front and the maintenance of 
thoes whose services are needed here. 
It Is a high privilege, no less than’ a 
patriotic duty, to help support the na- 
tion by devoted and intelligent work in 
this great crisis. 

“Let me express the hope that the 
young men of the country not now per- 
manently employed may eagerly enter 
the Boys’ Working reserve to. fit them- 
selves by training and study for good 
eltizenship and productive service. In 
this way they can show shemselves

liquid yeast or 1 cake yeast; 1 1-2 T 
salt; 1-4 C sugar; Fat, if .used,1-4 C 
or less; 3 ats. sifted flour. 

Original bulk of dough, 2 quarts; 
bulk when ready to be made inte 
loaves, five or six quarts, Boll the wa: 
ter or scald the milk. Put the sugar 
and galt (and fat, if used) into a mix. 
ing bowl. Pour the hot liquid over. it 
and allow it to become lukewarm, mix 
the yeast with a little of the lukewarm 
Mquid and add it to the rest of the 
liquid. If corivenient, set this aside in 
a@ warm place, not over 86° I’, for one 
hour. If not convenient to set it aside, 
add the flour at once, pitting in a lit. 
tle at a time and kneading until the 
dough is of such consistency that it 
sticks. nelther, to the Wowl nor to the 
hands. This requires about 10: min- 
utes. Cover, let rise 1 3-4 hours at a 
temperature of 86° F; it may: be bet- 
ter to set it at a lower temperature 
but the lower the temperature the 
longer the time required for the ris- 
ing. Cut down the dough from tha 
sides of the bowl. Knead a little and 
set aside to rise again for one hour. 
With a good bread flour, the dough 
would treble its bulk in each rising; 
with a soft wheat flour, it would not 


rise much beyond twice its volume. 


Divide into portions, mold, and. place 
in greased” pans of standard. size, Al- 
low to rise until a ‘ight touch will 
make a slight dent. With good bread 
flour this happens when the dough 
reaches the top of the pans, Bake 50 
minutes,

SWEET POTATO CROQUETTES. 


6 medium-sized. sweet potatoes; 1 
egg; 2 T butter; 2 T milk; 1 t salt. 

Scrub the potatoes. If they are 
scraped, or peeled, drop at once into 
cold water to prevent discoloration. 
Boll, drain, and put through a colan- 
der. Add the butter, milk, and salt. 
Beat the egg and stir into the mix- 
ture. Form into croquettes. Dip into 
dried bread crumbs, then into 
the beated egg, to which has been 
added two tablespoons ‘of milk or wa- 
ter, then back into the bread crumbs. 
Bake in a buttered pan until nicely 
Drowned. Serve with White Sauce or 
Cream Sauce. Nuts may be added to 
these croquettes, almonds preferred. 


SWEET POTATOES AND APPLES. 


Boll sweet potatoes as directed; 
slice the long way of the potato. Make 
alternate layers of sliced apples and 
sweet potatoes, sprinkling 2 T of 
brown sugar and 1-t butfer cut in small 
pieces. on each layer. Pour over this 
when the pan if filled, 1-4 C water, 
and bake until apples are done, and 
the top is a delicate brown.

Peel and slice the onion in the bot- 
tom of a buttered pan, add the pota- 
toes, sprinkle with salt, and pour the 
hot water over all. Bake in. a slow 
oven two hours or more. (“New Cook: 
ery"—Miss Cooper.)
